In introducing the matter the min- 
ister of railways first réViewed the, 
failure of previous attempts to build 
the railway and remarked that the! 
name of Mr. Hugh Sutherland would 
always be recalled in connection with 
the serious attempts which have been 
made to provide this route for the 
west. In view of the failure of private 
companies to build the line he said 
the government had displayed its 
usual wisdom in taking up the matter 
itself. 

Mr. Henderson, of Halton, asked if 
there were any land subsidies out- 
standing. “No, I think not,’’ replied 
the minister. 

Mr. Graham said that when a de- 
pesden had waited upon Sir Wilfrid 
waurier and himself in Brandon last 
summer in regard to the Hudson Bay 
railway he had remarked that it 
would be a good route over which to 
ship cattle to Great Britain. Some 
pore and some newspapers had 
aughed at him and he would now ask 
them to note that this was one of the 
principal statements made by the, 
grain growers in their memorial to 
the government. 

Alberta, he believed, would in the 
course of a short time become one of. 
the best mixed farming districts in 
the Dominion and this would be an 
ideal cool route over which perishable 
products could be shipped to British 
markets. 

He believed the railway would be a 
success and at any rate a government 
which would not be willing to make 
the experiment of giving this route a 
trial would not be worthy of the con- 
fidence of the people. It would prob- 
ably add greatly to the prosperity of 
the people of the west, who would as 
a consequence be able to buy more 
goods from the people of the eastern 
provinces. Mr Graham said it. was 
estimated that including the terminal 
elevators and other facilities the road 
would cost from twenty-five to thirty 
millions. In all probability five or, 
six millions more could be added to 
this figure, but even so the money 
would be well expended, 

In addition to affording more trans- 

rtation facilities for the west the 

udson Bay railway would doubtless 
develop coal areas of the east and 
give to the people of the west the ad- 
vantage of being able to buy eastern 
coal at a lower figure; it would tend 
to the development of our inter-pro- 
vincial trade about which we have 
heard so much recently, he added,

explained that in 1914 Great Britain 
would have thirty and Germany twen- 
ty-one Dreadnoughts—not, he said, an 
British navy, he added, practically 
was governed by that 
and unless some change occurred in 
the German naval law this year 
would be the high water mark in the 
British estimates. 

Secretary Grey, affirming Mr. Me- 
Kenna’s assertions, emphasized the 
cordiality of Great Britain’s foreign 
relations and his earnest desire that 
nothing should disturb their friend- 
ships, especially with Germany. 

He then dealt with the difficulties 
to be encountered in the disarmament 
question and pointed out that it was 
the most civilized nations that spent 
the most on armaments, asserting 
that unless the mischief was brought 
home to men’s feelings as well as to 
their minds, the growth of armaments 
must in the long run break civiliza- 
tion down. 

Some thought, the secretary con- 
tinued, that it would end in war. He 
thought that likely it would end in 
international revolution. 

Anyway, the rivalry would not be 
stopped by any single nation dropping 
out of the race. Although Great Brit- 
ain had a strong navy her army was 


small and an agreement with Ger- 
mony needed careful handling. 

He was hopeful, however, that 
something might be done. Any real 


limitation of armaments, he declared, 
must depend on nations learning, like 
individuals, to resort to law instead 
of force to arms. 

He referred to President Taft's ar- 
bitration speech as bold, courageous 


sand pregnant with consequences, and 


said: 

Such a statement ought not to go 
without response. We should be de- 
lighted to have such a proposal made 
to us. We should feel that 
something so momentous and so far 
reaching in its possible consequences 
that it would require not only the 
Signature of both governments but 
the deliberate and decided sanction 
of parliament. That, I believe, would 
be given.” 

He was loudly cheered and his 
deep impression. 

Jhen he referred to the possibility of

| Washington, D. C.—That the ad- 
ministration has decided to dissemble 
no longer its reasons for the sudden 
and unprecedented movement of 
troops to the Mexican border is in- 
dicated by the following despatch, re- 
‘ceived from the staff correspondent 
of the Associated Press, who is ac- 
companying President Taft on 
journey to Atlanta, 

“All doubt as to the purpose of the 
government in sending 20,000 troops 
to the Mexican border has at last 
been swept away. The United States 
has determined that the revolution in 
the republic to the south must end. 
The American troops have been sent 
to form a solid military wall along 
the hio Grande to stop filibustering 
and to see that there is no further 
smuggling of arms and men across | 
the international boundary. It is be-} 
lieved that with this source of contra-\

When godly people seek the heip of

j king of Syria. 

; It may have been that this fellow- 
ship of Asa with him afterward en- 
‘couraged Benhadad to ill treat Ahab, 
king of Israel, as he did, first demand- 
| ing of him his silver and his gold and 
jthreatening to send his servants to 
search the houses of the king and his 
servants and take away all their de- 
|sirable things (verses 6, 6). Ahab 
seems to have borne the first demand 
}with wondrous submission, but the 
}second was too much, and Ahab by 
the advice of his elders so returned 
lanswer to Benhadad. This drew from 
him a great threat, to which AWab re- 
plied in these words “Let not him 
|that girdeth on his harness boast him. 
self as he that putteth it off" (verse 
}11). 

| We cannot but be impressed with 
}the pains which God takes to win peo- 
|ple to Him and to deliver them from 
|the wrath to come, and we are amazed 
|to see Him working even on behalf of 
such_a one as Ahab. But it was all 
jfor His great namesake that Ahab 
might know Him as Jehovah (verses 
28). Compare Job xxxiii, 27-30, 
and remember always II Pet. ii, 9 
|What He has done for Israel in ‘the 
{past and will yet do for them in the 
future was and will be wholly for His 
jname’s sake that He may be known 
and trusted (Ezek. xxxvi, 22; xxxvii, 
|28; xxxviii, 23; xxxix, 27-29. Even 
}to this day He is wont to show Him- 
| self strong on behalf of very unworthy 
representatives if only He may be 
}known through them as the living 
and true God, who loves to save and 
is not willing that any should perish. 
| The great hindrance to His saving 
and blessing people and showing Him- 
self strong on their behalf is their un- 
How often 
|}He has had to say: “And ye would 
not” (Isa, xxviii, 12; xxx, 15; Matt. 
xxiii, 37; John v, 40). ‘My people 
would not hearken to My voice, and 
Israel would have none of Me.” 
“They believed not in God and trust- 
ed in God and trusted not in His 
salvation” (Ps, xxxi, 11; Ixxviii, 22). 

Ahab’s record is, “There was none 
like unto Ahab, who did sell himself 
to work wickedness in the sight of the 
Lord” (chapters xxi, xxv). The only 
good thing written of him is his peni- 
tence, which caused the Lord to delay 
judgment on him (xxi, 27-29). And 
yet in this lesson the Lord gave the 
| Syrians into his hand twice, though 
his people were but few and the Syr- 
ians a great host. He even caused a 
wall to fall upon 27,000 of the Syrians. 
Such a manifestation of the power of 
God on behalf of such as Ahab is 
most unusual. We must think not of 
Ahab, but of Israel as the people of 
God, though in rebellion against Him, 
concerning whom He said “How 
shall I give thee up, Ephraim? How 
shall I deliver thee, Israel?’ (Hos. 
“O Israel, thou hast destroyed 
thyself, but in me is thine help!” 
“QO Israel, return unto the Lord thy 
God!" (Hos, xiii, 9; xiv, 1.) 

As to the Syrians, who were at this 
time overthrown, it is plain that 
drunkenness was one of the sins of 
their leaders, for Benhadad and his 
thirty-two royal cemrades were drink- 
ing themselves drunken (verses xii, 
16) even while they were boasting 
against the God of Israel. It was not 
sinful Israel that they were talking 
against, but the wonder working God 
of Israel, who counts all that is done 
to His people, however unworthy they 
may be, as done to Himself (Zech. ii, 
8). After the first defeat of the Syri- 
ans they said that the God of Israel 
was a God of the hills, but not of the 
valleys, and for this they — suffered 
their second defeat, though the child-

Board of Trade Meeting 


pvery largely attended meeting 
ot the Board of Trade was held in 
the Fire Hall on Monday evening, 
the majority of the business men of 
the town being present. 

Mr. Frank Skene presided, aud 
in opening the proceedings made a 
very neat introductory speech. 
This would probably be the last 
time the Board would meet with 
Strathmore as a vil age, as by next 
month in all probability they would 

be incorporated as a town, with 
latger powers and larger respon- 
sibilities. In a short time they 
would have a arge number of new 
people coming into the district, and 
it should be their business to let 
these people understand that they 
made them heartily welcome. 

One motion that ought to be 
taken up at the present time was 
the providing of accommodation for 

sports and games in the town, and 
Kv ought to see about acquiring a 

ce of ground for that purpose at 
the present time, for before long it 
would be very hard to get suitable 
ground anywhere near the centre of 
the town. In conclusion Mr. Skene 
said that in a short time they would 
have a new Council, and he hoped 
to see the best men in the town 
on it. 

The minutes of last 
were read and adopted. 

Mr P. G. Owen asked if any- 
thing had been done with regard 
to taking the grades on the streets. 

The chairman answered that an 
engineer had been appointed by the 
Council to take the levels of Second 
and Third Streets, and to make 
a survey ot McAllister Lake. The 
engineer had done some work on 
this, but had not yet presented his 
report. 

Mr H. J. Sbicer, in reference to 
the engineers work, said that the 
Council had authorized the expen- 
diture of $i00 on this work, but 
the letter he had just received 
from the engineer stated that the 
cost of the work would be $175. 
As there was some objection to the 
spending of this amount of money, 
the Council wanted to have the 
opinion of the Board of Trade on 
the matter. To bring forward 
discussion he would move that the 
Board recommend the expenditure 
of $175 on the aforesaid work. 

Mr Owen asked several questions 
on this subject, in reply to which

These tombs are in the 
ease of chiefs in the royal compound,

A spirit house which I have often 
visited is in a woodland glade within 
half a mile of my compound and _ be- 
longs to the family of the chief but- 
cher of Kuta, Owing to its proxim- 
ity to my abode it has fallen into dis- 
us, as the pagans became somewhat 
chary of performing their mysterious 
rites so near the white man. 

Some departed spirits are supposed 
to inhabit the large trees which are 
to be found in almost every pagan 
town, and small earthenware pots 
containing food may be seen sur- 
rounding these trees. 

It is not often that one can see the 
Gwaris at their religious exercises, 
but a few months ago, on entering a 
Gwari village, I saw a man kneeling 
in front of one of these small spirit 
huts with a pot of some drink in his 
hand, apparently expostulating with 
the spirit—possibly because it had 
treated him badly—and occasionally 
pouring some of the contents of the 
pot upon the outside wall of the hut 
—Wide World Magazine.

Place Where Britain's Loose Change 
Is Coined Is Not a Glittering Treas- 
ure-House, But « Plain Whitewash- 
ed Interior Where Everything Is 
Done In the Most Orderly Manner 
—Weighing the Coins. 


A visit to the British Mint resulted 
in disillusionment to a representative 
of The London Express. The walls of 
what he had in imagination pictured 
a3 a -ort of Aladdin's palace he found 
veiled with the whitewash of respect- 
ability, their dull, grey stone giving 
| no hint of the millions t.ey enshrine. 
| Childhood's idea of the Mint w ork- 
man, gloating over glistening g ld 
with difficulty restraining his |.and- 
from «.ing his pockets with tae 
| “saint-seducing” metal, proved a rid.- 
|culous dream. It was a cause where 
| familiarity breeds contempt. 
You start with the meiting rooms 
|—one for gold, one for silver. The 
| Process is very similar 1. each. In 
| the silver melting room stands a red- 
hot crucible of plumbago. Workmen 
clad in leathern gauntlets and aprons 
hover amid the fitful glare. Showers 
| of sparks scintillate,

OLD TIME RAILROADING 


TRIALS OF THE DAYS WHEN Tie 
ENGINES BURNED woor. 


They Used to Dig Peat for Fuel at 
Montreal—Veteran Engineer Telis 
of Early Life on the Old Great 
Western —A Man Wever Knew 
When He Would Be Back—Any- 
thing Was Liable to Happen. 


In spite of white hairs and snowy 
moustache, his eyes shone clear and 
keen as in the days when on their 
ceaseless vigilance depended the lives 
of scores of passengers. As he rem- 
inisced to a reporter a far-away look 
came into those once watchful orbs, 
and the old engineer imagined him- 
self as of yore, back at the throttle, 
gazing out of the cab window at the 
twin ribbons of steel along whose 
shining course the locomotive would 
rush quivering like a living thing. 

“Railroading. Ah! It has changed 
a whole lot since I first started into 
it as a call boy over half a century 
ago in England. I got my first e 
gine when I was only nineteen yee 
old,” said the veteran with pardou 
able pride. ‘Then, soon afterwards, 
1 emigrated to this country and join- 
ed the Grand Trunk. There was no 
starting in as fireman in those days 
and working yourself up to engineer 
as they do now. No, sir, leastways 
on the old Great Western. A man 
had to know all about it before ever 
the officials would allow him to take 
a train out. 

“They burnt peat in those days run- 
That was back 
in '69," said the old railroader. ‘Som: 
of the officials had got hold of the 
big peat around about the city, 
and they sold it to the company, and 
the dirty stuff was handed out to us 
to fire with. Leaving St. Lambert, 
we had our tenders to load up with 
this muddy fuel; but it didn’t last 
long. You can bet the firemen knew 
how to get rid of it in a hurry, for 
just as soon as the tender got partly 
empty we could load on cord wood. 
You should have seen the way they 
dumped that peat out by the cart 
load. It lay so thick in places along 
the right of way that the company 
a about special trains to gather 
it up. 

“Well, one fine day, just about the 
time that every fireman on the road 
had got good and sick of the dirty, 
crumbly stuff which was just a mese 
composed of mud and grass roots cut 
into little square-like bricks, some 
fellow on a locomotive threw a piece 
of blazing cotton waste right into the 
big stack where over a thousand tons 
of peat were stacked. The whole 
thing caught fire. There was an 
awful blaze, and the windows of pass- 
ing cars were cracked by the heat. 
But that was the end of our troubles. 
No more peat was used on the Grand 
Trunk. 

It was well on into the seventies 
before Canadian locomotives began 
using coal to any extent. The years 
‘73 and '74 saw its introduction but 
it was not until about '80 that it came 
into general use. Before that the 
cumbrous looking old wood-burners 
familiar only to the present genera- 
tion from pictures, lugged the trains 
of box-like cars. 

“Those wood-burnera were all 
smokestack, and they were a terror 
for puffing out hot cinders,” said the 
old man. “That's why the Govern. 
ment made them put on those wire 
bonnets on top of the stacks. But 


| they were very serviceable little en- 


gines, too, though they only weighed 
thirty-five tons. In those days each 
engineer had to look after his own 
locomotive and try and keep it in 
repair. He would get down out of the 
eab and tighten up a nut or adjust a 
bearing, and generally keep his eve 
on the whole machine. You didn't 
see any hammer marks on the wheels 
in those days. If the big drivers 
showed the least dint you can bet 
the ongineer would hear about it. We 
were provided with lead hammers to 
do our testing, so that we wouldn't 
mark things. 

“How did you ever manage in the 
days before the air-brake was invent. 
rter. 

“Oh, we did well enough. The en- 
gineer knew his crew, and when he 
whistled ‘on brakes,’ the boys were 
all on the job. It certainly seems 

retty crude compared with what we 
have nowadays—the running along 
over the tops of moving cars, and 
the twisting and turning of the old 
‘Armstrong’ brakes on the platforms, 
but we seemed to get along with it. 

“And let me tell you,"’ said the old 
man, “up to the time of the Great 
Western's amalgamation with the 
Grand Trunk, in ‘80, we hadn't had 
a single rear-end collision on my 
division—St. Thomas to the Falls 
and Buffalo. And there was lots of 
freight traffic over that line then, 
too. That was the great stock route 
from the American west. In those 
days there were big herds of cattle 
on the plains, and hundreds of train

Dr. Blewett was born in St. Thomas 
in 1873, and comes of an old Cornish 
family. From his infancy he was 
scarcely ever seen without a book in 
his hand. He matriculated in 1890, 
but after spending over two years at 
the University of Toronto was oblig- 
ed, on account of ill-health, to go 
west, where he engaged in Methodist 
mission work in Alberta for three 
years. Returning to Victoria College, 
he proceeded with his course, and was 
graduated with high honors in the de- 
partment of philosophy in 1897. He 
spent the next two years in Toronto 
in post-graduate work in his chosen 
subject. Following this, he pursued 
his studies in Germany and at Har- 
vard University. At the latter in- 
stitution he was showered with honors 
and tecet lor a year 
at Oxford and Berlin. 

Dr. Blewett was appointed in the 
autumn of 1901 professor of philosophy 
in Wesley College, Winnipeg. After 
serving there with great acceptance 
for five years he was called to Vic- 
toria College, and since coming 
Toronto has received tempting offers 
to assume professorships in the Unit- 
ed States. 

Prof. Blewett published in 1907 a 
large volume of philosophical essays 
entitled “The Study of Nature and 
the Vision of God.” This book was 
received with cordial praise not only 
by the daily press, but by such learn- 
ed publications as The London Quar- 
terly Review, The Expository Times, 
The London Spectator, The Philosoph- 
ical Review, The Revue de Meta- 
physique et de Morale of Paris, and 
The Review of Theology and Philoso-
